KEPUBLICAS. 


Joshua XXIV, 14-18. 


We have still before us Joshua's final 


counsel to kjrael. 
The lesson opens with an 


iuferenco from considerations which he had 
just been stating. 
He had reviewed what 


the Lord hod done for the nation. Ho mag- 
nified tho Lord in the ears of Israel. He 
showed them that it waa both their interest 
and their duty to serve God. 
Ho showed 


them that they had every possible encour- 
agement to renounce idolatry and devote 
themselves wholly to the only truo worship. 
We havo, then, Joshua's counsel and Israel's 
promise. 


I. THE Woasnip EBJ'OINED.— Their safety 


and prosperity depended on their devotion 
to God. 
Hence Joshua sought to have them 


steadfast iu the service. 
He encouraged 


them, ha warned them. 
He specified the 


worship in which he wouldhave them estab- 
lished. It must ho (1) Not idolatrous. "Put 
away the gods which your fathers served." 
There may have been traces of this idolatry 
among them. However this was, they were 
exhorted to put it utterly away. They were 
to renounce all idolatrous practices. 
The 


worship enjoined was essentially and thor- 
oughly hostile to idolatry. Ho earnestly 
cautions them against it, and against all as- 
sociations or affiliations that might lead into 
It. 


(2) Must IK rig/it in. kind, 
"Serve ye the 


Lord." Not only to refrain from idols, but 
to worship God. Not only the repudiation 
of the false, but tho adoption of the true. 
There is n specific worship upon which he 
insists. Nothing else can answer the pur- 
pose. Nothing else will perpetuate the di- 
vine favor. 
Safety demands this service, 


and obligation will be satisfied with nothing 
less, 


(3) Must be genuine in spirit. "Servo Him 


In sincerity and in truth," It must be a 
true and sincere service. 
Not in outward 


forms merely, but also in tho heart of tbe 
life, 
"Not with a secret regard for images, 


but giving Him a worship spiritual and 
real." It must be based in the truth, and 
free from any savor of idolatry or dross of 
mero formality. 


II. THE DECISION ASKED.—Instant decis- 


ion is likely to be favorable to the truo wor- 
ship. 
To defer tho decision with their bent 


toward idolatry is certaiu to result in their 
falling away. 
Hence, Joshua presses them 


at once to a decision. Wo note— 


(1) Thtg are fret 
In rlioosc. 
"Choose 


whom ye will servo." Hero are throe alter- 
natives: the gods of Chaldea, the gods of tho 
Ambrito.i, and tho true God. From these 
they were free to choose. 
Joshua had re- 


counted tho doings of tho Lord. It was per- 
fectly clear as to what he had boon to them, 
and what Uo had douo for thorn. 
Never- 


theless, if either of !,he other alternatives 
seems better, promises bettor, offers greater 
enoouragemonts.theu choose it; only decide, 
Us well know what tho result must be when 
thoj carno definitely to measure tho several 
claims.

Loiig before any of the Sunday schools 


now in operation hero came into existence, 
and beforo several of our present churches 
were organized,a union Sunday school which 
disregarded all denominational boundaries 
furnished religious milk to those Newporters 
who were too young to live exclusively ou 
the solid joints and closn grained cuts of 
theological meat which wore liberally dis- 
pensed from the pulpits of tho day. 
So far 


as wo know, the earliest record of this 
school is n report of tbo nuuunl meeting of 
tho ffowport sabbath school union held nt 
ftlr. Joseph Josliu's schoolroom, Mnrch ;(0, 
18-7. It appears from this and subsequent 
reports thnt the union was formed nud tho 
school organized in 1826.
